Reasons Why Privileges of Slaughter 


Should he Curtailed.

Of course, there will be a 
limited number that will for a short 
tim e stop within the sta te for rest 
and food on the trip, but unless the 
weather is right the number will be 
limited, 
it will require this spring, 
as it has for the past decade, Hurries' 
of snow and warm rains to furnish! 
sport for the hunters of 
northern | 
I lliriois who are unable fo go far from j 
home in search of game, although the 
sportsman who depends entirely on 
the weather for his duck hun tin g is 
very liable to be greatly disappointed. 
Spring shooting is of itself entirely j 
wrong, and the laws should be so 
amended t ha t the open season 
for! 
ducks would close 
with the 
cold 
weather of winter after the tall flight, 
lias passed. 
There is no more reason, 
why there should he six months open | 
season for these fowls tha n tiiere is! 
tha t there should he the same period 
open for chickens. 
Two months 
open season, say from .September 1 
December I, should he the same per­ 
iod open for thinking sportsmen who 
heartily approve of this plan,
